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Additional playing field 
suggested near common

Members of Wilmington's Per- 
manent Building Committce said 
Tuesday they would need to justify 
the creation of a new "multi- 
purpose” athletic field and the 
relocation of town hall to the town 
common area if they were to ask 
voters to approve the moves and 
any consequent funding necded. 
Members told consultant Wendy 
Landman if they were to buy 
private land-for another playing 
field or relocate the town hall to the 
Swain School, they would have to 
show voters why this was 
necessary. 

Landman and her firm Wallace, 
Floyd, Associates were hired to 
undertake a fesibility study of the 
town common area. Some local 
officials have long felt it would be a 
good idea to center many of the 
town's public institutions in one 
locale. At this week's PBC mecting, 
Landman reviewed her firm's 
recommendations. Final recom- 
mendations are expected to be 
brought before voters at a special 
town meeting. 

The recommendations focused on 
using the Swain School as a 
combination headquarters for the 
town and school administration and 
three ways to create more playing 
space for interscholastic sports. 
Landman said the town could cither 
pursue the purchase of private land 
adjacent to the high school or land 
currently owned by St. Thomas’ 
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Church behind that building tor 
development as a field or make 
minor adjustments to the existing 
high school ficld. The larger land 
options, said Landman, contain 
both pluses and minuses. It was 
estimated development costs could 
range from $145,000 to $280,000, 
depending on which option is used. 

Landman said her firm felt the 
only way the Swain School could be 
used for town hall is with an 
addition, which would necessitate 
reducing’ the parking lot to 75 
spaces. She added high school 
students who use the lot now could 
instead park in the lot by the Baptist 
Church or in the old parking lot 
behind the library, 

As a result of a site visit in 
August, the Swain School was 
found to be in "very good 
condition" despite a leaking roof 
and some basement flooding. 

Members questioned if there was 
"a crying need” for another athletic 
field. Even though Landman said 
current Wilmington fields are “in 
general, very heavily used,” Diane 
Allan said residents may feel there 
are more important priorities, She 
said her committee would have to 
justify a new ficld, especially if it 
involves a land taking. Landman 
agreed, saying town officials 
should get together and closcly 
review the necd. 

Members also asked for justifi- 
cation to relocate town hall from 
the Glen Road School to the Swain 
School, if that building is released 
by the school department. Landman 
said the. Swain School is centrally 
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located, underutilized, and has 
"good access” for the whole town 
Members also mentioned the town 
is considering use of the Glen Road 
School for a youth center. 

Allan asked Landman to come 
back with “broader” plans and 
other alternatives. Though the 
S School was confirmed as the 
best choice for the relocation of 
town hall, Landman was asked to 
consider the possibility of not 
moving town halt atoll,

Individual petitions to recall all 
six members of the Wilmington 
School Committee were filed with 
the town clerk's office Tuesday 
along with a seventh petition to 
reduce the number of committce 
members from six to five. This last 
will be an article on the October 
special town meeting warrant. 

The action was initiated by local 
activist Anne Linchan, who was 
prompted by recent controversies 
surrounding the board. Linchan 
told the Town Cricr she expects her 
action to send a message of no. 
confidence to committcemen, 

"The people in this town necded a 
positive way to express disenchant- 
ment with the school committce," 
Linchan claimed. She said the 
decisison to file against all six 
members wasn't personal but she 
felt strongly that the committee as a 
whole has to take responsibility for 
the present state of affairs. 

"There's contributory negligence 
on all their parts. They're basically 
all responsible and all were in 
volved in the politics and back 
biting,” she said 

As one example of not serving the 
public's best interest, Linchan 
pointed to the contract of former 
superintendent Robert Horan. She 
explained that though Horan's 
contract was aproved unanimously 
and was valid, it was “never 
negotiated.” 

Bob Horan asked for the stars 
and he got the sun and the moon 
she said,referring. primarily 
to buy-back pay in the amount of 
$64,000.

Recall petition started 
on school committee 


While only 150 signatures were 
needed on each petition, Linchan 
said she had collected over 180 
names for cach member. The 
required signatures were cpllected 
on a two day vigil at Demoulas and 
the Wilmington Post Office over 
the weekend. People, she said, were 
“very angry” over news of the 
deficit, handling of the buy-back 
check, and other issues brought to 
light in this paper in recent wecks 
and were "lined up waiting their 
turn” to affix their names. 

According to Linchan, the 
grounds for the recall were based 
‘on language in the Wilmington 
Town Charter and Masachusctts, 
General Law which specifically 
states that a recall is possible if 
there was a “disregard” for the 
public interest and the welfare of 
Wilmington school children and 
resulting deficit spending and a loss 
of public trust and confidence 
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In the recall process, once the 
petitions are submitted to and 
verified by the town clerk, a recall 
petition is then circulated requiring 
the signatures of ten percent of 
Wilmington's registered voters, 
The recall document is next 
submitted to the board of 
selectmen, who formally notify 
members of the impending recall 
and give them five days to resign 
before a special election can be set 
up. During the clection,residents 
have a chance to vote by special 
ballot for or against the recall, 

Linchan said as far as she knows, 
this is the first recall petition ever 
to be filed in town, In looking 
ahead, she stated that "the most 
important thing now is to hire the 
most qualified new superintendent 
we can get." She added that 
residents seem to feel "we need new 
people to come in here with a fresh 
perspective.”

Water 
main 
problems 
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McDonald Road ‘bleeder' 
will continue to run 


The “blceder" at the end of 
McDonald Road costs the 
Wilmington Water Department too 
much moncy, some homeowners at 
the end of the street were told, by 
the Wilmington Water & Sewer 
Commissioners in their mecting 
last Thursday. But, after a 
discussion that lasted about an hour 
the commissioners decided to allow 
the “bleeder” to continue for a 
time. 

A “blceder” is a small pipeline at 
the end of water mains, which has 
the purpose of draining of rusty 
water. Bleeders are not needed in 
places where the water can 
“circulate,” only where the water 
mains end, at the end of a road. In 
Wilmington there are about 360 
such sites, 

Only the McDonald Road 
“bleeder” is allowed by the 
commissioners. It has been 
operating for many, many years, 
but the water commissioners 
regard it as being too expensive. 
The McDonald Road water main is 
the longest in Wilmington to have 
no “circulation.” 

Commissioner Arthur Smith 
discussed the problems at length, 
There is a hydrant at the end of the 
“accepted road" on McDonald 
Road, but there are homes beyond 
that hydrant which are served by 
privately owned pipe lines. 

It is because of those homes that 
there is a “bleeder.” Last week the 
commissioners ordered the bleeder 
to be shut off for about a 12 hour 
period. Thursday the neighbors 
who had the bleeder shut off 
brought up clothing that had been 
washed in the rusty water and other 


proofs of what had occured to 
exhibit to the commissioners. 

Smith related the problems, back 
in 1970, in getting the town 
meeting to vote for the water 
treatment plant off butters Row, a 
treatment plant which removes rust 
from the water mains serving 
homes in South Wilmington, 

Now the commissioners are 
constructing a similar plant in 
North Wilmington, to be known as 
the Eddie Sargent Water Treatment 
Plant. When that water treatment 
plant starts operations the 
commissioners feel that all the 
homes of North Wilmington will be 
receiving rust proof water. 

Another long discussion by Smith 
was about the laws governing 
housing subdivisions, and extension 
of water mains. He suggested that 
the neighbors put in a six inch 
water main in the private property, 
with a hydrant at the end of the 
main, In that way, Smitlr said, the 
watcr department could “bleed” the 
water at the hydrant, and there 
would be no need of a "blceder." 

The cost of the water main, six 
inch, was estimated at from $17.5 
to $35,000. 

Carlos Percria, who is building a 
very nice home at the end of 
McDonald Road had been 
discussing having a well. Such a 
well, chairman George Allan said, 
would cost from $3,000 to $5,000, 
but there would be no guarantee 
that the water would maintain good 
quality. Allan suggested that, in the 
future, the Pereria family would be 
planning an extension further, on 
McDonald Road, and that they. 
should consider an eight inch main 
because of that.

According to school commitice 
member Bill Emerson, both the 
administration of TMHS and a 
school subcommittee have come up 
with separate policies regarding 
attendance. A policy was issued 
Wednesday afternoon which is a 
compromise of the subcommittee 
and administration's policies. 

The board first voted to re- 
consider the subcommittee's pre- 
viously approved policy and, after 
more discussion, voted to recind 
the policy altogether. 

The major discussion about the 
policy was directed toward excused 
and unexcused absences. "We do 


have to have a policy that says 
you're going to be penalized after a 
certain amount of chronic ab- 
sences," said school commitice 
member Donna Colclla. 

Another problem which arose at 
the meeting was how to penalize the 
students for unexcused absences. 
The previously approved policy 
states that after five unexcused 
absences the student will fail that 
subject 

"It seems extreme for somcone 
who is absent six times to fail,” said 
chairman Charles Label A 
solution to this problem may be to 
go by a point system, such as the 
one in Bedford schools, whereby 
the student gets a certain amount of 
points subtracted from his or her 
grade in the class for cach 
unexcused absence, suggested 
school commitice member Ben 
Maxwell.

These are troublesome times for the Wilmington School 
Committee. The superintendent has left, taking with him a buy- back 
of his sick leave and vacation pay of $64 thousand. As he was 
leaving, it was discovered that the past fiscal year ended in a deficit, 
but this information was not made public until a month after the 


books were closed. 


The school committce, meanwhile, is deadlocked in a three-to- 
three split, proving, if nothing clse, that a committee should not have 
an even number of members. A drive has been initiated to change the 


number of committce members from six to seven. 
Now there is a recall petition circulating, or more accuratel. 


recall petitions, one for cach member of the committee. There is also 


a petition to change the number of scats of the committee to five. 


If nothing else, the recall petitions will get the attention of school 
committee members. It may even succeed in what recall petitions are 
supposed to do, i.c. remove some officials from office. But then 


what? 


Problem number one with the recall petitions is timing Recall is 
not a speedy process. A recall petition initiated at this time will not 
go before the voters until December or January. By then, half the 


school year has lapsed, and the turmoil has been extended. 


Problem number two is aim. The recall petitions will have a 
shotgun effect, The committce is made up of six individuals, and 
their actions have certainly not been identical, nor have any of them 
necessarily been so far out of line as to deserve recall. Yes, there are 
many points of disagreement, and this paper has been critical of 
certain members of the commitice. But voting out the entire 
committee will give the town a school committce with no experience. 
If nothing else, one thing you could say in favor of the present school 


committee is that it docs have some mistakes from which to leam. 


Problem number three with a recall is that it is a complicated 
process that has some unanswered questions. The process has never 


« , been used, tested, or even examined in Wilmington. 


Problem number four is that the recall docs not address some 
institutional problems with the system. One of these is the role of the 
school budget director. Under the present system, the budget 
director reports to the superintendent. If the superintendent chooses 
to sit on information, there is little that the school committee or the 


even town accountant can do. 
Problem number five is that there are other thin, 


s that the school 


committee members should be doing right now instead of fighting a 
recall. Two which immediately come to mind are the selection of a 
new superintendent and trying to convince a special town meeting to 
appropriate money to cover last year’s deficit. That will not be an 


casy task, since the vote must by a nine-tenths majority. 


Problem number six is that a recall drive will guarantee that the 
mayhem on the school committce will become a (political) 
bloodbath. Instead of a firing squad, the school committee needs 
better lines of communication, It necds conciliation, not con- 


frontation, 


The one point of the recall drive with which we agree is the 
proposal to change the number of scats on the school committce to 
five. An even number of scats on the committee ensures nothing but 


chaos. 


It may come to pass that the recall petition may go through. We 
may be looking at an entirely new school commitice in a few months. 


But unless some other issues are addressed, little will change. 


Change number one would be for the committee to realize that its 
role in the management of the school system must include some 
monitoring of the fiscal process. We are not suggesting 
micromanagement or interference, just some following of what is 


going on, 


Change number two would be to make the budget director a 
position with a stronger link to the town accountant. Why does the 
school committee have a completely separate sct of books from the 
town? Even the Water Department, which has statutory 
independence, works through the town accountant. We-are not 
suggesting that the town accountant should run the school 
department. But the accountant should have some direct access to the 


books. 


Change number three would to give school committee members 
the power to put items on the agenda for meetings. In the recent past, 
this has been tightly controlled by the chairman and the 
superintendent. If they wanted to avoid a subject, it did not go on the 


agenda. 


If nothing else, the presence of the recall petition might make the 
school committee realize that it must find a way to put itself back on 
an even keel. Given the diviseness that exists on the committee, this 
may prove to be the hardest task of all. The committee must prove 
itself able to deal with controversial issucs without self-destructing. 
It'must be able to clearly sce its problems and address them ‘in 
non-political terms. It must be able to go beyond personality 
differences and forge an ability to work collectively. And most of 
all, it must be able to maintain its focus on the number one priority, 


running a good educational system. 


Unless the school committce is able to pull itself together, the town 
is in for a very rough year, educationally, fiscally and politically. 


But a recall is not the answer.

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Drowning in trash

This summer, vacationers have 
found out that their "day at the 
beach” was anything but. They had 
to tip-toe over syringes instead of 
seaweed because medical wastes 
had washed ashore on New 
England's beaches. 

Beachgoers were confronted with 
visible evidence of the growing 
waste disposal problem. Their only 
Previous exposure to solid waste 
was putting the trash barrels out 
‘once a week for pickup by some 
contractor for disposal to some 
unknown location. 

It usually takes a dramatic 
incident such as the medical wastes 
to get the public to focus on such a 
mundane subject as trash. Un- 
fortunately, the public outcry 
usually fades like this summer's 
tan. The problem, however, will 
still be there. 

Massachusetts residents will 
produce 6,000,000 tons of solid 
waste this year. The costs to dispose 
of this volume of trash are 
escalating. In Wilmington, for 
example, $1,000,000 has been 
appropriated in the current budget 
for trash collection. Three years 
ago it was $485,000. 

There has been much debate over 
the two main disposal methods - 
landfills and incinerators, Each has 
its pros and cons; environmentally 
and financially. In the final 
analysis, the "not in my backyard 
syndrome” usually signals the 
demise of an environmentally 
sound disposal facility. 

Today we live in a disposal 
world. Everything we use seems to 
be a throw-away. Th® U.S. uses 
over half of the world’s resources 
and disposes of them after a single 
use, 

Back in the 1940s and 1950s, 
recycling was a common practice.

‘Those of us lived in the city 
can putting recyclable 
items in a a specially marked barrel 
and the other trash and ashes (from 
the coal furnace) into other barrels. 
As our society became more 
affluent, interest in recycling 
waned. 

‘The state is now launching a five 
year pilot program to prove the 
feasibility of recycling. The goal is 
to reduce by 25 percent the volume 
of trash needing disposal. The state 
calls the program “user friendly.” 
The homeowner only has to do 
simple sorting of materials. The 
chances of such a program 
succeeding, however, are slim 
because of public apathy. Only 
when the public is educated as to the, 
benefits of recycling will the 
program become an important part 
of the solid waste solution. 

While recycling has its merits, 
there are those who want to take it 
one step further. They would like 
to see a deposit required on all 
packaging. Your box of Cheerios, 
for example, would cost an extra 
five cents: vour coffee-to-go would 
have a two cent deposit. Is this 
doable? Not likely..If we cannot get 
people to return soft drink and beer 
bottles to the store when they will 
be paid five cents per bottle, how 
can we expect someone to take his 
used Dunkin Donuts cup back for 
two cents. Recycling should focus 
on some realistic programs, not 
naive approaches such as this. 

Our current laissez-faire 
approach to solid waste disposal 
will not work in the future. A 
technically sound program in 
corporating landfills, incinerators 
and recycling is needed to solve the 
problem and to protect our 
environment. We can no longer 
blindly throw out our trash because 
there is no “out.”

first a steps required to recall elected officials. 
Specifically, the recall is targeted at the members of the 
Wilmington School Committee. Under Section 2A of the 
Town Managers Act, elected officials who have more 
than six months remaining in their term of office may be 
recalled. The entire affair does get laborious, and what 
follows is a layman's interpretation of the step-by-step 


Step one is what has already occured. At least 150 | 
voters must file a petition with the town clerk naming the 
official they wish to recall, as well as a “statement of the 
grounds upon which the petition is based”. ‘What's more, 
each petition must have a minimum of ten voters from 
every precinct in the town. r 

‘Should the signatures be valid, the town clerk will then 
a second set of petition papers that will require 
ional signatures, this time 10 percent of the 
registered voters as of the most recent local election. The 
petitioners will have twenty days to retum the necessary 
signatures to the clerk. at 

Within 24 hours of receiving this second sct of petition 
papers the town clerk will refer them to the board of 
registrars of voters, which has the next five days to 
certify the signatures. . 

If your confused already, hang on, because things get 
worse. ee 

If certified, the clerk will submit the petition papers to 
the Board of Selectmen whose job it is to formally notify 
the elected official(s) whose recall is sought that the 
necessary signatures have been collected and received. 
Unless that official resigns within the subsequent five 
days, the Board of Sclectmen must give notice to the 
public of a special clection to be held within the next two 
months. 

On the special ballot, the first question would be 
whether you are for or against recall of the given 
official(s). A selection of candidates would also appear 
on the ballot as replacement for the official(s) being 
recalled. Section 2A was unclear on how someone would 
have their name put on the special ballot, and what 
requirements and deadlines there would be for 
nomination papers. 

When the election is concluded, the town clerk will 
count the votes for recall. If recall is successful, the 
tallies for the replacement candidates would then be 
announced. New candidates would take office 
immediately, and serve the remaining term of the 
recalled official(s). If recall is unsuccessful, it cannot be 
tricd again against that elected official for the remainder 
of his term. ‘ 

One interesting tid-bit from Section 2A is that no 
recall can be filed against an official within six months of 
his having taken public office in the town. 

Now that we've all had a basic lesson in Election Law 
101, the next question is whcther or not recalling an 
entire committee is a positive and warranted step. Some 
will quickly say no, while others have apparently taken 
pen in hand and affixed their signatures to the dotted 
lines. 

Still others might suggest that the voters hold on for 
just a few additional months. The annual election in 
April will see two school committee seats on the ballot. 
The voters could then decide the future for a third of the 
board, while saving the money that a special election will 
cost the taxpayers. 

And before anyone suggests that an election is the last 
resort to settle the chairmanship deadlock, there is a 
recent development. Committeeman Bob Surran has just 
offered his vote to both Doc Thomas and Jim Demos. 
Surran was a swing vote, and going with the other 
coallition on the board would end the five month 
chairmanship fight. 

And perhaps an irony in the petition drive is the 
person collecting signatures. Anne Linehan was at a 
public school committee meeting not long ago, defending 
former superintendent Bob Horan when he had been 
accused of verbal abuse by a school committee member. 
At the same time, she made complimentary remarks 
regarding the committee as a whole. But today, she's at 
the Post Office and Demoulas pushing the recall drive.

When people say something to 
you that leaves you feeling hurt, 
angry or resentful, do you feel like 
"kicking yourself” because you 
didn't know how to respond? Or do 
you "explode” by becoming angry 
or resentful yourself? Neither of 
these behaviors further the com- 
munication process, and in fact, 
may lead to a tense or ending 
relationship. 

To help people improve their 
communication skills and deal with 
others at difficult times, the

Lack of these assertiveness skills 
are a cause of stress and frustration 


because the person who holds back 
his or her feelings and thoughts 
usually doesn’t get his needs or 
goals met.. These feclings can 
eventually “explode,” alicnating 
others. 

On the other side of the spectrum 
is the aggressive person who tends 
to say too much, can be tactless and 
a poor listencr, thus alicnating 
others. 

Both the passive and aggressive 
types can benefit from an 
assertiveness training workshop 
where they can learn to express 
themselves more positively and 
where they will learn active 
listening skills and how to respond 
to others who are angry or upsct.

Returning to the Shriners Rodeo 
for the tenth consecutive year, 
Camputaro says the two most often 
asked questions are how does one 
get the wild broncs and brahma 
bulls to buck, and how humanely 
are the animals treated. 

“The broncs and brahma bulls 
you see making misery for the 
cowboys in the arena are not 
trained to buck. Buckingis heredi- 
tary. Good rodeo horses can be 
bred and raised just like race horses 
or fine carriage horses. The way 
the animals act is their own 
temperment.” 

“The humane treatment of live- 
stock," continued Camputaro, "is

Early September signals the 
beginning of cleanup time. Most of 
the tools we have been using all 
spring and summer are no longer 
needed, and should be cleaned and 
stored away in the garage or cellar. 
You can double the life of your 
rake, spade, shovel and smaller 
hand tools by keeping them inside 
and dry from September through 
April. 

The garden area requires some 
tidying up now, as well. Left over 
plant residue, especially debris 
showing evidence of insect and 
disease problems, can be broken 
up, bagged, and put out with the 
trash. Disease spore have no 
problem wintering over thereby 
creating an even worse situation 
next year. 

Serious gardeners should give 
thought in September to planting a 
cover crop. A cover crop is a plant, 
such as winter rye, that is sworn in 
the garden in the fall, after the 
harvest is completed. It is allowed 
to grow through the fall andwinter, 
covering the bare soil in the empty 
garden. In the spring the cover 
crop is tilled into the soil. As the 
cover crop breaks down, it gives 
the soil the nutrients it has stored. 
All cover crops will add nitrogen to 
the soil, helping to restore what has 
been used up in the previous season 

There are other benefits to 
utilizing cover crops, beside 
providing fertilizer. In the first 
place, organic matter is added, thus 
improving the physical structure of 
the garden soil. Soil left uncovered 
over the winter loses much of its 
humus because the nutrients 
produced by the microorganisims

It's 
better to be patient and lose weight 
slowly and safely, about a pound or 
two a week, and know that it can be 
a permanent weight loss; rather 
than losing five pounds in a week, 
only to regain it soon after.” This 
year a computerized dictary asses- 
ment will be completed for cach 
participant to assess their nutrition 
and vilamin/mineral intake.

in the soil are leached away by 
rainfall and snow. The cover crop's 
roots acrate clay soils, providing 
drainage channels as the plants 
decay. A clay soil that is cover 
cropped is much less likely to be 
hard and impervious come spring 
planting time. 

Cover crops also help to 
minimize crosion problems by 
retaining rainfall and snow until 
they have time to soak more slowly 
into the earth, Here in the northeast 
cover crops provide extra 
protection against deep frosts by 
retaining soil moisture and 
moderating temperature 
fluctuations, as well as protecting 
earthworms and soil building 
microbes from sudden freezes and 
thaws. 

I have had good results using 
either winter wheat or rye. Both 
are annual grasses which grow well 
in the fall in our arca. They tolerate 
extreme cold very well, and 
continue to grow, albict very 
slowly, right through the winter. 
Winter wheat and rye are available 
at the larger garden supply outlets, 
and the seed should be sown during 
the second half of September. 

The standard rate of application is 


four ounces of sced for every 100 
square fect (10 x 10 fect) covering 
the seed with three-quarters of an 
inch of soil. In about 10 days, you 
will begin to see a lush green mat 
beginning to develop. By spring, 
depending on temperature and 
moisture conditions over the 
winter, you will have a stand of 
s anywhere from six to 12 
inches tall, ready to be turned 
under. 

So, gardeners, give some thought 
to sowing a winter cover crop this 
month, You will be glad you did 
next spring and summer.

Make your own routine 
car inspections 


Motorists may crave high 
ticket cars and more expensive 
options but economy is still a 
premium point. 

And because it is, a record 
three out of four motorists pull 
up to self- serve gasoline pumps 
— all the more reason why 
smart motorists make their own 
routine inspections. 

“What gas station attendants 
once performed routinely now 
must be done by the owner,” 
says James P. Steiger, a 
Director in the Technical Af- 
fairs Division of the Motor 
Vehicle Manufacturers 
Association (MVMA). 

“However, car and truck 
producers have made life 
simpler by reducing the 
frequency for such routine 
maintenance as oil changes and 
spark plug replacements,” 
Steiger says. “In many cases, 
the requirement for lubrication 
or replacement of points and 
condensers has been 
eliminated. Most cars today 
don’t even have a carburetor 
and many of today’s drivers 
can’t even remember when 
brakes didn’t self adjust.” 

Steiger says National Car 
Care Month (October) is a good 
time to remind motorists that 
their best bets for staying out of 
trouble and keeping cars in 
peak operating condition are 
contained in the vehicle’s owner 
manual. 

“The manual may be one of 
the best circulated and most 
ignored publications in the 
nation, or even the world,” he 
says. 

The manual tells you that the 
crankcase oil should be changed 
on most vehicles every 7,000 
miles under normal driving 
conditions. More frequent oil 
changes are recommended for 
engines with turbochargers and 
cars that tow trailers or often 
travel dusty, unpaved roads. 

“Oil is the life blood of your 
vehicle,” Steiger says. “It is 
especially critical to keep your 
oil fresh and full in today’s 
smaller engines, machined 
under much closer tolerances 
than the big power plants of the 
Sixties and Seventies.” 

Since the start of the Eighties, 
vehicle manufacturers have 
recommended the use of an

“SF” classified oil. In addition, 
motorists should check their 
owner’s manual for the use of a 
higher viscosity oil in the 
summer. 

Spark plugs wear much 
longer, according to Steiger, 
because there is no lead or 
carbon buildup on the plugs 
with the use of unleaded 
detergent gasoline. 

While the carburetor is 
becoming a relic, it is vital to 
keep those fuel injectors clean. 
Some pumps advertise an in- 
jector cleaning additive con- 
tained in the gasoline. 

On the subject of pump 
labeling, MVMA suggests that 
you make certain of the 
ingredients in the fuel. Some 
additives are not desirable.

Q. What is the minimum age a 
veteran may begin to receive a 
VApension? 

A. There is no minimum age. 
Entitlement to pension is based 
on qualifying service, income 
within the statutory limits and 
permanent and total disability 
as established by law. Veterans 
over the age of 65 are presumed 
to meet the disability 
requirements and therefore do 
not need medical evidence of 
disability. 


Q. What is the VA definition of 
a Vietnam Era Veteran and how 
does one qualify? 


A. President Ford designated 
the Vietnam Era as August 5, 
1964, through May 7, 1975, to 
determine service eligibility for 
certain VA benefits. In order to 
be considered a veteran of the 
Vietnam Era you must have 
had at least one day of active 
duty on or between those dates.
